The plank as drafted refers to the 


large number of voting women in the 
12 enfranchised states, 
one 
of

principal arguments the women have 
heen using. 


Members of the National American 


Woman Suffrage association were ex- 
IPected to put their unqualified appro- 
|vnl on tho plank today and represen- 
tatives of the woman's party alrcady 
have endorsed II. 
If the plank 
is 


adopted leaders of the woman's party 
will turn attention to congress and try 
to force the Sus.in D. Anthony amend- 
ment thrqugh both houses before ad- 
journment of the present session. 


Suffragists 
today plan to continue 


their street speaking and demonstra- 
tions and to appear before the resolu- 
tions committee Thursday as if no 
plank had been submitted to them. 
They will vigorously oppose substitu- 
tion of a suffrage plank in any less 
different terms. 


Anti-suffragists .were 
prepared 
to 


redouble their efforts to defeat adop- 
tion of the plank.

St Louis. June 14.—With the asser- 


tion that no president since the civil 
v.-iu- hns had as crucial problems to 
solve, and uo president has displayed 
a grasp more sure, a statesmanship 
more profound, as President Wilson, 
Hon. Martin H. Glynn, former gov- 
ernor of New York, opened tho Demo- 
cratic national convention here today. 
Declaring 
that 
"American lam and 


peace, preparedness aud prosperity, are 
the Issues upon which the Democratic 
party stands, and tho heart of Democ- 
racy swell!! with pride that la -more 
than a pride of party aa It halls the 
man who has asserted this American- 
ism, assured this peace, advocated this 
preparedness and produced this pros- 
perity," he predicted the re-election of 
President Wilson. 


Taking up our foreign relations that 


have been called into emphatic promi- 
nence by the world wide war, the 
speaker declared that "We hive enter- 
ed this hall as Democrats; we shall de- 
liberate as Americans." * • • The 
policy of neutrality, he argued, is as 
truly American as the American flag. 
For 2CO years neutrality was a theory, 
America made It a fact, 
"It took 


Washington and his successors eighty 
years of endless negotiation to win rec- 
ognition of American neutrality. And 
this eighty years of struggle wove the 
docti-iae of neutrality BO closely into 
tho warp and woof of our national life 
that to tear It out now would unravel 
tho very thn?e(!s of our existence." By 
the records of history Mr. Glynn moiu- 
tained that if Washington and'Lincoln 
were right President Wilson is right 
The neutrality tbat President Wilson 
stands for today was advocated hy 
Washington, by Hamilton, by Jeffer- 
F"U ami by Lincoln. " 
Followed Examples of Greatest Presi- 


dents. 


By citing precedents Mr. Glynn Justi- 


fied and defended the course of the 
president in ths Lusltania and eimilnr 
incidents. 
"Iu the face of this rec-

Wo have been greatly troubled this 


spring by the-sparrows making their 
nests in the caves and behind the 
blinds. 
I did not like to tear away 


the nests, so Cook hit upon this idea 
and it has proven a .great success. 
She made small bags of cheesecloth, 
Into them placed a few moth balls 
and then placed the bags wherever

"In April, 1703, Washington declar- 


ed the doctrine, and within a month 
Johai Jay, chief justice of the supreme 
court of the United States, In sn epoch 
making decision from the bench whose 
realization would insure universal and 
perpetual peace, wrote the principle 
Into the law of this land. The Dec- 
laration of Independence had foretold 
It by declaring 'the rest of raackinil 
enemies irj war. In peace friends.' The 
constitution recognized it, but the first 
president of tbe United States by 


Speaking of the opposition to the 


president's peace policy, the speaker 
continued: 


"By opposing what we stand for to- 


dny the Republican party opposes what 
Hamilton stood Jor a century ago.

"Neutrality Is the policy which hns 


kept us at peace while Europe has been 
driving the nails of war through Die 
hands and feet of a crucified human 
irj. 


"The praises of this policy are not 


written 
in the ruins of American 


homes, not on Uie wreck of American 
Industries, not in the mourning of 
American families; they are found In 
the myriad evidences of prosperity 
and plenty that make this a contented 
land. From every whirling spindle In 
America, from every factory wheel 
that turns, from every growing thing 
that breathes Its prayer of ilenty to 
the skies, from every quiet school, from 
every crowded mart, from every peace- 
ful home goes up a song of praise, a 
paean of thanksgiving to hymn a na- 
tion's tribute to the statesmanship that 
has brought these things to pass."

over Niagara falls.

"When Jefferson was president Eng- 


land seized hundreds of our ships and 
Napoleon hundreds more. 


"When Adams was president France 


preyed upon our commerce. 
She ex- 


tended her seizure, searches and con- 
fiscations to the very waters of the 
Dinted States themselves until she had 
piled up in our state department 
charges of over 2.:{00 violations of ECU' 
trality's law. 


"But wo didn't go to war. Adams 


settled our troubles by negotiation, just 
us tne president of tbe United States is 
trying to do today.

Spain?" 


In answer to those who say that

isfy any one Mr. Glyun replies: "He 
mcaus that It does not satisfy those 
who would map out a new and untried 
course for this nation to pursue, but 
they forget it does satisfy those who 
believe tho United States should live 
up to the principles it has professed 
for a century and more.

"This policy," Mr. Glynn continued, 


"may not satisfy those who revel In 
destruction and find pleasure in de- 
spair. 
It may uot satisfy tbe flre 


eater or the swashbuckler. But it does 
satisfy those who worship at the altar 
of the god of peace. 
It does satisfy 


the mothers of the land at whose 
hearth and fireside no jingoistic war 
has placed an empty chair. 
It does 


satisfy the daughters of this land from 
whom bluster and brag have sent no 
loving brother to tbe dissolution of 
the grave. It does satisfy the fatliers 
of this land and the sous of this land 
who will tight for our flag and die for 
our flag when reason primes jjhe rifle, 
when honor draws the sword, when 
Justice breathes a blessing on the 
standards they uphold. 


"Fighting for every degree of In- 


Jnry," he maintained, "would mean 
perpetual war. and this is the policy of 
our opponents, deny it how they will.
